I anſwer, that it were true, if the high rate of Vit- 
rie did increaſe money withinthis Land , but the 
high rateof Vſury doth inrich onely the Vlurer , 
and impoucriſh the Kingdome , as hath beene 
ſhewed; andit isthe plenty of money withinthe 
Land that maketh money eafte to bee borrowed, 
as' wee ſee by the examples of other Countries, 
where money iseafter to bee borrowed then it is 
withvs, and yetthe rate tollerated ; for Vſe is 
little more thenhalfeſo much.

Now becauſe Iknow mensprivate intereſts 

doth many times. blinde their ' indgements, 
and lcaſt any may be temptad for their owne,

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money they ſhallget it.in their Land; for Land 
and money are cuer in ballance one againſt
